Who may submit nominations for this award? 

 

Individual business owners may self-nominate or they may be nominated by an individual or 

organization.

What other criteria must the nominee(s) meet? 

 

 Nominee's firm must be in satisfactory financial condition and demonstrate growth in total 

sales, net profit, and number of full-time employees. 

 If nominee's firm is a government contractor, it must have performed satisfactorily on all 

contracts, and have had no terminations for default. 

 If nominee has an SBA loan, payment record must be satisfactory and the loan must be 

current.
